Axis Counter Attacks 


' ROMS 
— (/P)— Brilish attacks in 


north and east Africa have been slop- 
ped and Axis forces inflicted heavy 
Josses in counter attacks, the Italian 
high command declared Thursday. 


Italian and German mechanized forc- 


es firmly sustained Ihe new Brilish 
attack in Libya, the command declar- 
ed, and then passed on and repelled 
enemy armored formations, destroy- 
ing numerous tanks and capturing 
many prisoners. 


Correspondents of Stefani, Italian 


news agency, said Ihe Brilish had sus- 
pended every 
attempt 
to 
break 


through the Italian lines. 


"One has the impression that the 


enemy was surprised and disconcerted 
l>y the readiness and immediate action 
pf our units," the agency claimed.

generation ago ill the base of the 
Piedmont mountains in North Caro- 
lina. 


Where the mountain rivers flow out 


on the coastal plains seems to be a 
strategic location for industry. In the 
Curolinns it built up a textile indus- 
try which today tops New England's 
old steam-powered mills, and built 
up a cheap-furniture industry which 
today challenges Grand Rapids, Mich.

the Japanese govcronmcnt, is a wel- 
come guest in the United States. 


We arc happy indeed to wish him 


well, for nothing would please the 
United States better than resumption 
of the mosl cordial relations with 
the Japanese people. 


Delightful as is the trans-Pacific 


journey by clipper ship, it is to be 
prcsum-'d thai Mr. Kurusu has not 
made the journey purely lo exper- 
ience those delights. It is to be pre- 
sumed that he made the journey be- 
cause he had something lo propose, 
something to suggest. 


Because there is usually consider- 


ed lo be a wide gap between Ihe 
ways of thinking in the western world 
and that of the east which Mr. Ku- 
rusu Represents il vnighl be worth 
while to call lo his attention to a way 
of western thought. It is this: when 
two equal -negotiators are far from 
agreement lo bring them together it 
is customary for eaeh to come half 
way; each must concede something. 
Agreement is not reached by telling 
one party what will happen if the 
other does not come all the way. That 
works perhaps when one negotiator i.s 
Hitler the olher is Schuschnigg. II 
doesn't work when one is Japan the 
other the United States. 


Jpaan has done certain things in 


East Asia. These acts have caused the 
United Slates to do certain things as 
a result. 


The United Stales has not taken the 


lead; every move it has taken has 
been a counter-move in natural and 
almost ciulomalie reaction to a Jap- 
anese move. There is the best of 
reasons lo suppose that whatever 
moves the United Slates takes in the 
future will be direct results of Jap- 
anese moves. Japan has seen fil lo 
take tlv; initiative; hers is the res- 
ponsibility for what results follow. 


Today it is the same. It is Japan's 


move. The United Stales while not 
content with the situation as it is, 
sees no olher course it can lake as 
long as Japanese initiative remains 
what it is.

Shigenori Togo lo the Japanese Diet 
suggests that Japan's attitude is: "We

Friday that Jerry Louis Holmes, 30- 
year-old McNab negro, had confes- 
sed to shooting and killing 
Ossie

day night following a gambling ses- 
sion. 


Cheatham was shot in the back in 


the woods near his home and died 
almost instantly.

Russians Halt 
German Drives 


Attempts to Thrust 
Nearer Moscow 
Are Beaten Off 


LONDON —(/P)— A Gorman push-on 


Moscow which was said by the Rus- 
sians to have been launched last 
Thursday was declared by the Mos- 
cow radio Friday to have been beat- 
en off in bloody fighting. 


German losses in men and mach- 


ines was described in the broadcast 
as "tremendous sacrifices." In at least 
one place counter attacks were said 
to have dislodged the Germans from 
early gains. 


The Moscow radio also broadcast 


dispatches from Tass, official Russia 
news .-igoncy, saying bloody fighting 
was now in progress in the central, 
northern and soulhern sectors of "our 
defenses" where the enemy launched 
an offensive on November 18. 


"Fighting is especially tense in'the 


north sector of the front where the 
enemy flung in large forces of tanks 
and 
infantry and tried 
lo break 


through (o the town of "K". 
•' 


. "One of our units,. supported "jfei 
tanks, counter atlackcd near "K" and 
occupied two villages, ambushed the 
headquarters of large 
amounts of 


equipment. 


"On November 19 the enemy con- 


tinued to strive forward despite heavy 
losses during the night in the area 
of "S". He threw into action 50 tanks 
followed by infantry. At a cost of 
tremendous sacrifices the Germans ad- 
vanced from two to three kilometers 
and took several villages. In one sec- 
tor Soviet counter attacks dislodg- 
ed the enemy from "Z". 


"In the Volokolamsk direction the 


Germans hurled in 8 divisions includ- 
ing 4 tanks divisions, 3 infantry and 
one SS elite division. 


"The enemy launched an offensive 


in several places trying to 
break 


through and strike at the Soviet rear. 
Grim fighting is in progress in the 
area of the villages of "P" and "B". 
Our troops are staunchly checking 
the enemy onslaught. 


"One Soviet unit ousted the enemy 


from 
two villages—all German at- 


tempts to lake "M" also failed. The 
the radio concluded.

Auto Licenses 


Deadline Is Dec. 
31; Urged to 
Turn in Old 
Aluminum Plates 


I. L. Pilkinton, revenue inspector 


for this county, slates that 3942 car, 
truck, trailer, and motorcycle, driver's 
and chaufcfur's licenses went on sale 
November 1, and applications may 
be made at the revenue office at the 
courthouse. The inspector points out 
that to avoid delay in procuring lic- 
ense plates, you must have the fol- 
lowing information when making ap- 
plication: 


Make of car, truck, or trailer. 


Style of car, capacity of truck and 
trailer: 


Motor number. 
Serial number of trailors 
Year model. 
Driver's license number. 
1941 License tag number. 
Any person livign in or out of the 


state of Arkansas, who desires 1942 
Arkansas license tags between now 
and December 31 must pay, if he has 
not already done so, the 1941 license 
fee on the particular vehicle to be 
registered, except vehicles owned by 
members of the United States Navy, 
Army, and Marine corps. 


Any person between the ages of 16 


and 18 may procure a driver's license 
lo operate a motor vehicle upon the 
highways of the stale, provided he, has 
'silcccssfuiiy" passed the driver's test 
given by a patrolman of the Arkan- 
sas State Police Department. His ap- 
plciation must be signed by his pa- 
rents or guardian. 


Any person between the ages of 


14 and 16 may procure a restricted 
driver's license which will enable him 
to operate a motor vehicle upon the 
highways of the stale only when ac- 
companied by a licensed operaator 
who must occupy the front seat next 
to tile driver. Persons of Ihis age musl 
also pass Ihe driver's lest given by 
a Patrolman of the State Police De- 
partment, and their applications must 
be signed by their parents or guard- 
ian. 


The inspector asks Ihe cooperation 


of the motoring public in saving old 
aluminum for defense. All persons 
making application for new license 
plates are asked to deposit their old 
tags at the revenue office, to save 
the old aluminum, which may be 
used in National Defense work. 


All motor vehicle owners are asked 


to make application for their licenses 
at an early late lo avoid Ihe rush. The 
deadline for purchase of 1942 license 
is December 31,

latest appeal for settlement. 


President has asked for either main- 


tainance of a status quo on the is- 
sue of a closed shop or an agreement 
to arbitrate with any resulting decis- 
ion being accepted in advance. 


Lewis Rejects Appeal 
While Lewis indicated the appeal 


would be rejected by the United Mine 
Workers Roosevelt said he didn't think 
there would be any development in 
the situation until Saturday. 


Ten men, 3 saying they were pic-

A lesion on prayer and thanks- 
iving links two things in the Christ- 
nil life which go together. We can- 
fit be truly thankful except in the 
piril of prayer, for otherwise our 
:iankfulness may be concernel only 
vilh ourselves. Nor can we be pray- 
rful except in the spirit of tlianks- 
iving, for our approach to God is 
unreal and inadequate unless back 
f all our praying is what Paul ex- 
ircsscd in his cry, "Thanks be to 
Jod for His unspeakable gift." 
All this is emphasized in the Lord's 


iraycr, which is the heart of our 
csson. Note that this prayer was 
not givon as » form to be used, al- 
hough it is fitting that it has bc- 
ome &o widely used a form. H ex- 
presses the manner in which all out- 
grayer must be made. 


Let us note a few things conccrn- 
ng this manner. First, the prayer 
)cgins with God and with reverence 
toward Him. Then, the first petition 
and the second petition concern the 
jlans and purposes ot God, and not 
some want or desire of our own. The 
first petition is that God's kingdom 
may come anl the second is the in- 
terpretative addition that His will 
nay be done in earth as it is done 
n heaven. 


It is only upon this high plane 


that the Christian comes to pray for 
iiis own needs, and the Christian's 
prayer is not for wealth or abun- 
dance hut for daily bread. The next 
petition links the Christian both With 
his fellowmen and with God, because 
os he pi-ays for forgiveness of his own 
trespasses he asks only that he may 
be forgiven as he forgives others. 


What a remarkable petition 
that 


is, and how high it sets the stand- 
ard for our relationship with our fel- 
lowmen! The prayer tor deliverance 
from evil is an expansion of this 
prayer for forgiveness, and the Lord's 
Prayer ends as it began, with adora- 
tion to God and contemplation of His 
goodness. 


Paul admonished the early Christ- 


ians to pray without ceasing, and it 
is easy to pray without ceasing this 
sort of prayer, for it is not only ox- 
pre.ised in words but it is the con- 
stant aspiration of the devout suol. 


There is a great deal of bewilder- 


ment concerning prayer on the part 
of many people, and this is not les- 
sened by much that is written con- 
cerning prayer. Yet the nature and 
practice of prayer are both compara- 
tively simple. Prayer is an instinctive 
expression of the thoughtful soul in 
a world like ours. Whether we realize 
it or not, we cry out constantly and 
spontaneously when we are in need 
or in trouble. Even the atheist will 
cry out to God without realizing that 
he is doing so, in some experience 
of great peril or trial. 


But true prayer for the Christian 


is n conscious act. The only thing
